M arvels in “Army Surgery 


Effective Treatment of Wounded 
Has Restored Fighting 
Strength of Allies 


Marvels are being performed by 
the surgeons attached to the various 
entente armies, By exercising their 
skill they have restored to the fight- 
ing strength of the allied nations 
each year since the beginning of the 
war whole divisions of men who, in 
other wars would have died of their 
wounds or would have been crippled 
for life. 

The recent gigantic battles, as the 
result of which more wounded men 
than ever before have received sur- 
gical treatment within a short space 
of time, have demonstrated the im- 
mense strides made not only in sur- 
gery, but the methcds of removing 
the wounded from the battle fields 
and transporting them to hospitals. 
So effective is the co-operation be- 
tween surgeons and physicians at the 
front and those at the hospitals in 
the rear that an immensely larger 
proportion of the wounded recover 
than was the case at the beginning 
of the war. 

Men whose legs or arms have been 
fractured by shells now are restored 
to their regiments in a minimum per- 
iod of time. This is very largely due 
to the fact that they receive prompt 
antiseptic treatment and surgical at- 
tention, which prevents blood pois- 
oning and the stiffening of’ the artic- 
ulation. Their recovery is rapid in 
the hospitals behind the lines, where 
they can be treated under comfort- 
able conditions far from the nerve- 
racking sound of the guns.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home 
|stead a quarter-section of available 
and in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
{ewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the 
District. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency 
(but not Sub-Agency), on certaia 
conditions. 

Duties—-Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
‘of three years. A homesteader may 
{live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
jon certain conditions. A _ habitable 
house is required except where reai- 
dence is performed in the vicinity 
| Live stock may be substituted for 
;cultivation under certain conditions. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt @ 
quarter-section along side his home- 
jstead. Price $3.00 per acre

German and Austrian troops 
occupying territory of the 
Russian empire number about 300,- 
000, This excludes Finland.

Turkish troops, the strength of 
which is. unknown to the Russian 
military authorities, have advanced 


in Trans-Caucasia from Batum on 
the Black Sea to a point a few miles 
east of Alexandropol (on the rail- 
road running south into Persia). 

German and Austrian troops are 
about equally divided between the 
Ukraine and the district in the north, 
and are kept constantly moving, ap- 
parently with the purpose of pre- 
venting the Bolsheviki from gaining 
the sympathy of the people. 

The German troops in Finland are 
estimated at from 50,000 to 100,000. 
They are supported by 50,000 White 
Guards. In Finland, the Germans 
have moved east from the railway 
to Lake Koumto, where they are re-
